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How The Empire State Thundered! 


New York, Nov. 5. 


[SPECIAL TO THE TOWNSMAN] 


The Empire State leads the legion of 
honor which has set up anew the old 
flag, from the blue waters of the Penob- 
scot tothe Golden Gate. Atevery time 
in past history when the fair fame or 


the safety of this nation has been threat- 


ened, this great state has stood in solid 
defence. At no previous time have her 
thirty-six electoral votes, and all that 
they signify, headed more majestically 
or gloriously a column of patriotic states. 
New York has led to victory in a manner 
unprecedented in her history. 

The majority rolled up for McKinley 
and sound money is the largest ever 
recorded in the State. Never before in 
the political history of New York City 
has a Republican candidate for Presi- 
dent been able to carry the city. Never 
before has any Republican candidate 
for Governor been able to carry the city. 
The latest returns at this writing,which 
are practically the tinal returns indicate 
a state plurality for McKinley of 255, 
012, which shows the TowNsMAN’s pre- 
diction of last week to have been a little 
too conservative. McKinley’s plurality 
in the city is 21,711 which, while it is 
delow the figure counted upon, is a most 
wonderful plurality for this stronghold 
of Democracy. Young Mr. Black the 
Republican candidate for Governor 
carried the State by 193,041, and the 
city by 6,850. The nearest approach 
the city ever before made to turning in 
a majority for a Republican Goyernor 
was when the great Republican tide 
swept down Tammmany in 1894, and 
elected mayor Strong by 45,000 votes. 
But even in that Republican year, Sen- 
ator Hill, the Democratic candidate for 
Governor carried the city by 2,780 

As predicted in last week’s TowNs- 
MAN there was little deflection in the 
farmer's vote up state, and these were 
large gains for the Republicans in all 
the towns and cities. Every county 
in the state went Republican except 
Schoharie, which gave Bryan a slight 
majority. There isa saying that the 
oldest inhabitant of this county cannot 
recall Schoharie going Republican. 
The Democracy in this county is as fixed 
as the hills and valleys, and the vines 
which grow so abundantly up there. 

Another crushing blow has been in- 
flicted upon Tammany. Of the Tiger’s 
nine candidates for congress four were 
heavily defeated, which means more 
for good government than the figures 
indicate. 

Of the congressmen chosen in this 
state 28 are Republicans and 6 are 
Democrats. The Republican majority 
inthe assembly is thus greatly in- 
creasd. At the coming session of the 
state Legislature there will be only 35 
Democrats against 47 last year. 

One of the most signal Democratic 
defeats was that of Jacob E. Bausch 
the Tammany candidate for coroner in 
this city. Theodore K. Tuthill, his Re- 
publican opponent beat him by 6,323 
votes. 

Election Day dawned clear and beau- 
tiful, and from sunrise till sunset not a 
cloud dimmed the blue sky. The vote, 
which was unprecedentedly large, was 
almost all cast before the late afternoon 
and except for its magnitude the elec- 
tion officers had every facility for an 
early tally. 

In the evening a great sea of human- 
ity numbering 125,000 men and women 
stood in and before City Hall Park 
watching the big bulletin boards which 
almost hid the newspaper buildings 
from sight. As the news of victory be- 
gan to be recorded the crowd broke 
forth into such cheers as even New 
York seldom hears, and then the tin 
horns began to blow, and from about 
nine o’clock until into the early morn- 
ing hours this great army of tooters 
and cheerers stood there solidly lined 
up, eager and joyous, Many thousand 
also gathered at Broadway and Herald 
Square, in front of the Herald Building. 
All over the city the horns began to 
proclaim sound money’s triumph early 
in the evening, and by midnight bands 
had been procured and impromptu pro- 
cessions began to add their shouts and 
music to the great celebration. The 
crowds increased till about two o’clock 
in the morning when the bulletins were 
getting to be fewer and less interesting. 
People began at that hour to go to 
their homes, but right up to dawn there 
was hardly a street in which the horns 
ceased their sweet music. No city in 
the country can celebrate upon such a 
prodigious scale as New York can when 
she wishes to. What few Bryan men 
were left in the city Tuesday night 
must have either rapidly changed their 
creeds or gone home in sorrow, for not 
a one was noticeable or hearable in all 
the great crowds. A gentleman who 
has seen the election night celebrations 
in New.

The November — 


The opening article, and . as 
important a contribution as this 
contains, is a paper by J. 1 
Laughlin of the Chicago University, 
on Causes of Agricultural Unrest. It 
is a logical and lucid explanation ‘of the 
causes of dissatisfaction among the ag- 
ricultural classes, and shows historically 
that the present silver craze is simply 
another form of a long prevailing dis- 
satisfaction and unrest. 

Two papers of reminiscences will at- 
tract interest both from the importance 
of their srbjects and the interesting 
periods they cover. Col. T. W. Higgin- 
son begins his reminiscences under the 
attractive title, “Cheerful Yesterdays,” 
with the first installment, ‘A Cam- 
bridge Boyhood.” Col. Higginson’s 
career as a writer, soldier, and man of 
letters covers the last half century, and 
there is hardiy a man or a movement of 
th it time that he has not been identified 
with. The other paper of literary remi- 
niscences is by Charles Warren Stod- 
dard, on Bret Harte.’ No living man has 
known Harte better than the writer, and 
the glimpses which he gives us of him 
as friend, literary confident, and or 
make delightful reading. 

‘Two other papers which can be natur- 
ally grouped together are Out of the 
Book of Humanity,” hy Jacob A. Riss, 
author of How the Other Half Lives, “a 
series of striking studies of Jewish tene- 
ment life, and The German and the 
German American,“ by Josiah Flynt. 
Mr. Flynt, in his paper, contributes an- 
other chapter to the Atlantic studies of 
race characteristics in American life. 
He is widely known from his studies of 
tramp life, and his researches have 
made him a profound student of trans- 
planted races as they are found in this 
country. 

One of the most striking features of 
this issue is“ Dust,“ by Lafcadio Hearn, 
which is in some ways tl.e most unusua 
magazine article of the year. Covering 
less than half a dozen pages,it explains 
the Eastern conception of death, in 
language at once soclear and beautiful 
that aside from its philosophic qualites 
the article is of rare literary excellence.

Election News from Page 1. 


Ohio, which has all along been claimea 
by Chairman Jones as a state in which 
Fryan would push McKinley very close, 
has given the Republican candidate an 
overwhelming plurality. 

In Michigan the election has resulted 
in a very heavily reduced vote for the 
Nepublican ticket. The free silver papers 
of Detroit concede. the state to McKin- 
ley by 25,000. The last previous vote in 
the state was in 1895, when Moore, the 
Republican candidate for justice of the 
supreme court, had a plurality of 71,437 
over McGrath, his Democratic rival. 

West Virginia is confidently claimed 
by the Republicans, and the chairman of 
the Democratic state central committee 
concedes the state to McKinley. 

Tennessee presents some of the inter- 
esting features of the campaign. Pat- 
terson, the Gold Democratic candidate 
for congress in the city of Memphis, is 


running neck and neck with his op- 


ponent, and the official count will be 
necessary to decide between them. The 
state at large is claimed by both parties, 
and because of the length of the ticket, 
the returns are coring in so slow that 
neither side is justified in claiming the 
electoral vote with confidence. 

North Carolina is claimed by both 
parties, but, as in Tennessee, the re- 
turns are slow, and no definite conclusion 
is possible at present. 

South Carolina, ‘seorgia, Mississippi 
and Alabama are all for Bryan by about 
the normal Democratic majority. The 
Virginia electors will, without question,

The Repubi have abandoned all 
hope of Texas, and the state is conceded 
to Bryan. The fusion between the Popu- 
lists and Republicans in this state did 
not prove a success, 

Nebrash. has gone for Bryan, notwith- 
standing the Republican claims, but 
Kansas has as yet said practically noth- 
ing. The returns show Democratle gains 
in some districts, and these are offset by 
Republican gains in other parts of the 
state. Both parties claim the state, but 
the few scattering returns that are in 
are of so indefinite a nature that any 
claims, no matter by whom made, are of 
an uncertain character. 

Wisconsin is sure for the Republican 
column by an enormous plurality. 

The returns show some interesting 
features, and in some respects have been 
a surprise to the leaders of both political 
parties. The New England states have, 
as expected, given heavy pluralities for 
McKinley, without exception. The Re- 
publican ticket was successful in Mas- 
sachusetts greatly bebond what was 
claimed for it by the most enthusiastic 
prophet of Republican success. 

New York and Pennsylvania vie with 
each other for the largest plurality, and 
the figures at hand do not indicate which 
one of them has surpassed the other. 
Each state has given the Republican 
candidate between 275,000 and 280,000. 
To these states Illinois is third for its 
plurality for the winning candidate. If 
the percentage of gain over the presi- 
dential election of 1892, that has so far 
been shown continues to the end, it will 
give a plurality of not far from 175,000. 

In the gubernatorial race Altgeld has 
been badly defeated, but is not buried 
so deep, and is probably about 60,000 
ahead of the Democratic national ticket. 
There has evidently been a large vote 
cast throughout the state for McKinley 
and Altgeld. 

In Indiana, if any of the rules for esti- 
mating the vote of the state, which pre- 
vious to the present election held good, 
are still to be relied upon, there is no 
justification for the Democratic claims 
of having carried the state. If the ratio 
of Republican gain contiaues to the end 
of the count, McKinley will have ap- 
proximately 20,000 plurality in the state. 

In Iowa, as far as can be seen from the 
returns at present, the Republican plu- 
rality has been very large—not far either 


way from 75.000. 
or regon has gone rér McKinley, and 


Colored; as was expected, has given 
Bryan a plurality, and Adams has, with- 
out doubt, been elected governor. 

Idaho, Montana, Utah and Nevada 
have all gone for Bryan by heavy ma- 
jorities. 

California has, on the strength of the 
returns at hand, undoubtedly gone for 
McKinley, the city of San Francisco 
giving him a plurality of, 6907, and one- 
half of the outside precincts show a 
Democratic gain of 41 votes, showing 
that the Democratic reliance upon the 
rural districts was not unwarranted. 

The vote in Maryland has shown an in- 
teresting reversal from that of the last 
presidential election. Cleveland car- 
ried the state by a plurality of 21,130, and 
this year McKinley has a plurality of 
slightly over 21,000 in the city of Balti- 
more alone. 


It is impossible at this time to make an 
estimate of the Fifty-fifth congress that 
could run the gauntlet of “later returns.” 
But enough is known to justify the publi- 
cation of the following tables:

MODELS IN SHERATON, CHIPPENDALE 
AND SIMPLER DESIGNS. 


Fitted Bookcases Adapted to the Require- 
ments of a Library Decorative Styles For 
Drawing Rooms—Dwarf Affairs Designed 
For Sitting Rooms, 


In many houses a receptacle of some 
kind is provided for books in every room 
jn the house, unless, perhaps, we except 
the dining room, usually kept for the 
sole purpose of dining. Without books 
a room lacks its best ornaments. They 
add the charm of comfort and homeli- 
pess, besides being a useful possession. 
To fill an odd corner there is nothing so 
nice as a prettily designed bookcase, 

Naturally we should not use the same 
design for the different rooms. In this, 
as in all things, appropriateness has to 
be considered. It must suit the style of 
room and be in keeping with the other 
furniture. Kuowing where we wish to 
place it, there cam be no difficulty i: 
getting just the thing, for among the 
countless designs it must be possible to 
please even the most fastidious taste. 
They are made in all the hard woods— 
oak, mahogany, walnut, ebony and ash 
—and look best when they are in the 
same as the surrounding furniture. 

For the library it is very usual ta 
have fitted bookeases in oak or walnut, 
which are sometimes carried from floor

to ceiling, but may be made only half 
way to form a dado, the top shelf being 
furnished with handsome moldings and 
forming a ledge for the ¢:splay of a few 
choice ornaments, Then, again, they 
are separate pieces, and for valuable or 
rare books are finished with glass doors. 
With the Sheraton designs these doors 
have thin wooden moldings stretched 
across the glass, and very often a writ- 
ing table is combined with the book- 
case, which makes it a particularly ap- 
propriate piece for a room of limited 
size. In the sitting room hall a dwarf 
oak bookease, with nicely carved pedes- 
tul moldings, looks extremely well and 
will be found very handy for books of 
reference and magazines which may 
find a home behind a silk curtain fas: 
tened to the bottom shelf. 

The drawing room bookcase is lighter 
and more elegant in design than the 
others and should be made in Chippen- 
dale mahogany or inlaid wood. If it 
has to stand out in the room, a very deo- 
orative style is the cabinet bookcase, 
which has sma'l shelves for ornaments 
and a chiva cupboard all combined, be- 
ing also ecfficiently large for the ordi- 
nary sized room, while a less expensive 
and elaborate affair may be made of 
ash, enameled white and finished with 
good moldings at the edge of the 
shelves. This design has not the cabri- 
ole legs, but is more after the fashion 
of the dwarf bookcase, the bottom being 
finished witb a plinth, 

A atill simpler bookcase may be made 
by fitting three shelves into a recess 
and finishing the edge with a small 
bead molding, or even a good silk 
fringe, and suspending a silk curtain 
from the Jowest shelf to the floor, be- 
hind which newspapers, etc., may be 
placed. This style, again, is very useful 
in the bedroom, and is so readily made 
that any one who has an idea of carpen- 
try can manage to erect one for him- 
self at a small cost. Then, again, 
there are the small banging bookcase, or 
rather shelves, which are usually found 
in bedrooms’ and girls’ sitting rooms

and are always useful and pretty wall 


decorations, and the revolving book- 
stand, which is not so suitable for bed- 
room use as for the drawing room or 
library. Made in mahogany, with inlaid 
satin wood top, it looks very handsome, 
and can play the part of ornamental ta- 
ble as well as bookstand.

There is a marked tendency just now 
toward coats and jackets of an ornate 
description. These, by the bye, need not 
be of the same material or color an the 
skirt, provided they are in harmony 
with it. Such a coat, made in green 
Irish poplin, has the lapels and basques 
exquisitely embroidered with gold bul. 
lion thread. The sleeves are of the new 
close shape, with puff at the top, which 
is finished with straps of satin ribbon 
that impart a slashed effect. It is worn 
over a full vest of silk muslin and lace 
and a plain skirt of black peau de soie, 

The stylish and well built tailor gown 
is dear to the heart of every woman all 
the year round, but more especially at 
this season. Just now are being made 
up many coat and skirt costumes of fine 
cheviot. It would be difficult to find 
more serviceable and chic costumes than 
these, which consist of a well cut skirt 
and a coat lined through with silk. 
Several types of coats are represented, 
one being single breasted, perfect fit- 
ting, with small, neat lapels, another’ 
double breasted and close fitting, while 
a third fits the figure at back and sides, 
but has a straight front fastening with 
invisible buttons.

ENGLAND'S CREDIT. 


IT AMAZED LI HUNG CHANG WHEN HE 
WAS IN LONDON. 

Found the Bank of Engtand Had a Capital 
Very Small Compared With Its Credit. 
Stable Currency System Gives It Strength. 
A London Banker Tells What Free Sil- 
ver Will Bring to Us. 


When Li Hung Chang visited the 
Sank of England, that windowless, fort: 
like building in Threadneedle street, 
nothing so much astonished him as the 
assurance tnat the capital stock was 
only £14,500,000 and the reserve but 
£3,100,000. Then to be informed that 
this foundation bank of the world is not 
a national or government bank, but is 
the establishment of a private company 
that is not even under governmental 
supervision, quite nonplused for a lit 
tie time the sagacious but bluntly in- 
quisitive Celestial envoy. Recognizing 
the fact that England is the counting 
house of the civilized world, that almost 
all of the banking of London leans upon 
or is directly related to this house, and 
knowing that the bank and its branches 
have £41,700,000 gold and silver coin 
and bullion in addition to the govern 
ment deposits, aud that the bank has in 
circulation from £25,000,000 to £40,- 
000,000 notes or bank bills, it is not 
surprising that the representative of a 
hard pushed silver using ccuntry should 
be aghast at the idea of such stupendous 
business being engineered on a capital 
basis of only £14,500,000. So I said to 
a banker to whom I was talking the 
next day, I think Li Hang Chang’s 
amazement was wholly justified. ’’ 

“To a certain extent it was, said the 
banker. That is to say, no man used 
to the methods of a nation with an un- 
stable currency can be expected to grasp 
at once the character of a financial sys- 
tem that has the exactness of a science. 
But there really is nothing astonishing 
about it. The great secret of national 
success, of governmental security in 
these days, is universal’ confidence in 
the financial solidity of that country. 
England has been firmly fixed on a 
gold basis for so long atime that her 
credit throughout the commercial world 
is absolutely established. 

With free coinage of silver at 16 to 
1 adopted in America, every silver mine 
with an ounce of ore left in it would be 
worked to its fullest capacity, and you 
would have silver dollars as plentiful 
as oak leaves, and just about as valua- 
ble. It is absurd tosay that the increase 
of prices would have the effect of foro- 
ing silver up to a parity with gold when 
the silver is dehased to but the moiety 
of its bullion value. On the contrary, 
the effect of this radicul change in finan- 
cial policy would be to place the United 
States in a most disadvantageous rela- 
tion to the European nations of first 
class commercial power. It is only the 
grossest ignorance of the state of inter- 
national commerce and finance that per- 
mits any one to contend that any coun- 
try is sufficient unto itself in these days. 
One of the candidates—is his name 
Bryan?—is reported to have said some- 
thing about mankind being nailed to a 
cross of gold. Now, do you know that 
phrase mongering is usually the em- 
ployment, if not the evidence, of a fanci - 
ful as distinguished from a rational 
mind? (By the way, so many of your 
politicians are ingenious orators, and so 
few of them are tolerable financiers, ) 
Well, your silverite orator should bear 
in mind this irrefutable fact, that a 
sound, honest and limited financial basis 
has invariably been the foundation of 
great national prosperity and the ad- 
vance of civilization. Nothing is more 
necessary to the internal prosperity of a 
nation nowaday® than the universal 
trust which unfaltering financial integ- 
rity alone can insure. 

The trouble is you have been having 
a carnival of speculative excesses for 30 
years, and you are now experiencing the 
economic readjustment. You find on 
looking around that a few men are dis- 
proportionately rich and still grasping 
for more, and that a great many are 
wretchedly improvident and dismally 
poor. Now your financial system has 
nothing to do with this state of affairs. 
The same results would have come 
about if your currency had been shingle 
nails and mulberry leaves. Every new 
and resourceful country has its upper 
millstone of shrewd, clear headed, en- 
terprising men and its nether millstone 
of dull, plodding, yearning but incapa- 
ble humanity, and it is through the 
friction between these two that the 
mixed conditions of gocd and evil, pov- 
erty and wealth, intelligence and ig- 
norance come into and continue in the 
socia] organism. The curse of America 
is not the gold standard, for that has 
really been the chief security of the 
country for a good many years, as there 
will be opportunity to prove. It isn’t 
your money that needs reformation; it’s 
your pace. There is an impending crisis 
in American affairs, but it has got to 
be met calmly, rationally, deliberately. 
If reckless demagogy or ignorant enthu- 
siasm precipitates a radival change of 
financial policy as the result of the fall 
election, the United States will find it- 
self standing very soon just where it 
atood at the close of the war of the re- 
bellion, with everything to begin anew 
on the wrecks of the old. 

„Will any ome benefit by it? Yes. 
Foreign countries and shrewd business 
men, as was the case before. Some one 
always by the misfortune of another 
temporarily—and it is the same with 
nations. Oh, yes, some Englishmen 
would be losers if disaster should at- 
tend a change in your financial policy, 
but in the long run England would be 
u gainer, for you would have to come 
to her for your corrective loans. Bat 
give yourself no concern. The Ameri- 
pans are emotional and impulsive, but 
their second thoughts are wise. They 
will be clear headed enough by Novem- 
ber. ’’—Chicago Times-Herald.
